This objection is based on the- be- 
lief that it would take longir to 
transport mail from the fieJJ to 
the Cleveland post office than it 
would from either of the other 
t\vo sites. It has been found in a 
test , however that a mail truck 
can be driven from this field to 
the Cleveland post office just as 
quickly as from either Bedford or 
Warrensville.

fires with a force, already deplet- 
ed, but to be reduced still further. 


Chief Bates accepts the cut in 


his department as a big compli- 
ment to the work of the depart- 
ment.
